Pay Your 
Poll Tax Today 


February 1 is the dead- 
line for paying the polltax, 
War veterans and patients 
in Veteran’s hospitals are 
exempt from the tax, as 
well as disabled and blind 
and all persons 45 or older 
as of last October 1, 

The tax is $1.50 a year, 
Persons who are delinquent 
can catch up by paying $3, 
no mater how many years 
they failed to pay it. The 
poll tax has been knocked 
out by constitutional a- 
mendment as far as federal 
elections are concerned, 
though Alabama retains it 
for state and local contests. 

In the last election se- 
parate ballots were fur- 
nished so persons who had 
failed to pay the tax could 
vote for candidates for fed- 
eral office. 

This is an election year 
and it is important that 
everyone pay poll taxes in 
order to be eligible to vote 
in the state and county 
elections during the year,

PAPERMAKING 
MACHINE MADE IN 


FRANCE IN 1798 


A piece of machinery 
that revolutionized the pa- 
permaking industry was in- 
vented by Nicholas-[ ouis 
Robert, a Frenchman, the 
American Paper Institute 
observes. His idea? To 
form apaper on an endless 
screen. 

Robert’s first efforts 
were unsuccessful but fi- 
nally he secured a patent 
for a machine on Septem- 
ber 9, 1798. It consisted 
of a movable wire screen 
(mounted over a vat) upon 
which was thrown liquid 
pulp. The fibers forming og 
the. screen travelled thre 
rollers and were then cum 
into lengths and hung outto 
dry. 

Later, Henry and Sealy 
Fourdrinier, [London sta- 
tioners, spent 60,000 
pounds ($168,000) on the 
construction of a machine 
similar to that designed by 
Robert. Strangely enough, 
neither Robert or the Four- 
drinier Brothers made 
much money on _ the 
development or manufac- 
ture of the first paper- 
making machine. 

Today, one type of 
modern paper machine, 
costing from $10 to $50 
million, incorporates many 
of the basic principles con- 
ceived in the 18th century, 
It is called a Fourdrinier,

Job Corps Extravagance 


T is not generally known that 

Sargent Shriver’s Womens Job 
Corps paid $225,000 for the use 
of a St. Peters- 
burgh hotel for 
a period of eigh- 
teen months. 
The hotel itself 
is said to have a 
total market 
value some- 
where between 
$150,000 and 
$200,000, It ap- 
pears that ex- 
penditures for 
each girl receiy- 
ing training in 
this hotel are 
running at the rate of $7,000 per 
year, about twice what it would 
cost to keep a girl in one of the 
better colleges, 

Maids make the beds and keep 
the rooms for the girls and they 
are served by waitresses. They 
have been told to put in their 
time playing handball and other 
games to disguise the fact that 
there appears to be little to do. 
Drunkenness, dating, and noisy 
behavior are problems in the 
community. Eight girls have 
been expelled for drinking. The 
City Council of St. Petersburgh 
has invited the government to 
take this project out of town, 
And this is the project on which 
the taxpayers are asked to spend 
$290 million next year.

During the past three years 
the supply of money in our coun- 
try has increased from $145 
billion to $162.6 billion.

New Financial Responsibility Require ments 


Col. C. W, Russell, Di- 
rector of the Alabama De- 
partment of Public Safety, 
reminds Alabama motor- 
ists of changes in the Fi- 
nancial Responsibility 
Laws which became effec- 
tive January 1, 1966. 

On that date the mini- 
mum requirements’ for 
proof of financial respon- 
sibility required as the re- 
sult of a motor vehicle 
collision causing personal 
injury, death, or property 
damage of fifty dollars or 
more, for which a claim is 
filed were increased. Now 
any one who is required to 
file the well known Form 
SR-21 must have a greater 
liability policy in effect. 
The new law requires now 
a liability policy with min- 


imums of $10,000 for a 
death or bodily injury, 
$20,000 for multiple 


deaths or bodily injuries, 
and $5,000 for property 
damage. 

The increased mini- 
mums were brought about 
by two major factors, For 
several years the cost of 
repairs have been steadily 
increasing. Also, juries 
have been increasing their 
awards of damages _ for 
death, injury, and property 
damage. 

The other factor con- 
tributing to the increase 
is the higher limit require- 
ments of other states. The 
majority of the states now 
require the $10/20/5,000 
policy. The few states re- 
quiring less have announc- 
ed intentions to raise them. 
Because of the pattern of 
minimums in other areas 
an Alabama motorist prior 
to the effective date of the 
new requirements could 
find himself in a harassing 
situation. He could be 
involved in a collision in 
another state, and feel 
secure because of his in- 
surance protection, Upon 
returning home he could 
find himself facing a sus- 
pension of his driver li- 
cense and _ registration 
under the reciprocal a- 
greement between Alabama 
and the state in which he 
had his collision because 
his insurance as formerly 
required in Alabama was 
insufficient to meet the 
minimum requirements of 
the other state.

As of the New Year all 
motor vehicle liability po- 
licies written in this State 
must include the unin- 
sured motorist clause. 
This clause provides for 
the payment by one’s own 
insurance of loss for which 
he is legally entitled to 
recover resulting from 
bodily injury or death re- 
sulting from acts. of 
Owners or drivers of un- 
insured vehicles. While the 
clause must be in the lia- 
bility policy as offered, it 
may be rejected by the in- 
sured person at his option. 
It should be noted that the 
mandatory clause insures 
against injury or death, 
but not property damage. 
Insurance against property 
damage is available, but is 
a separate item. 

Both these top men in 
the Department of Public 
Safety stressed that the 
best insurance any mo- 
torist can have is care, 
caution and consideration, 
coupled with alert de- 
fensive driving.

This is be- 
cause large environmental 
differences due to location, 
management, and nutrition 
are likely to exist between 
herds, It is difficult to ad- 
just accurately for these 
differences.

DORMANT SPRAYS 

Get ready to apply dor- 
mant sprays. Some disease 
organisms that attack fruit 
trees survive the winter in 
cankers and cracks on 
twigs, limbs and _ trunks 
of the trees. These organ- 
isms can be eliminated or 
reduced by use of a spray 
applied during the dormant 
season. Such sprays are 
applied after all the leaves 
are off and before the buds 
begin to swell in late win- 
ter.

Cattle Expanding 


Business 


Beef cattle productionis 
a rapidly expanding enter- 
prise in Alabama, reports 
Dr. J. W. Gossett, livestock 
expert at Auburn Uni- 
versity. 

In the last 20 years, 
State cattle numbers have 
more than tripled. In 1965 
Alabama ranked 24th in the 
nation with 1,454,000 head, 
Value of the cattle is about 
$150 million. 

Gross income from the 
industry ranges from $85- 
$100 million annually--an 
increase of $70 million 
during the last 15 years, 
points out the Extension 
Service staff member. 

Dr. Gossett says beef 
cattle production uses 
more land and more feed 
than any other agricultural 
commodity in Alabama. 
More than six million acres 
are devoted to raising 
cattle, he adds.

$654 million state farm 
income shows a definite 
switch from row cropping 
to livestock,

Veterans Receive 
GI Insurance 


Dividend Checks 


Nearly 154,000 veterans 
received checks last week 
as the first payments were 
made in distribution of a 
1966 GI insurance dividend 
totaling $224,200,000, 

In reporting this, Wil- 
liam J, Driver, Admini- 
strator of Veterans Af- 
fairs, said some 4,606,000 
veterans are eligible to re- 
ceive the dividend pay- 
ments, which will be made 
throughout the year on the 
anniversary dates of the 
individual policies. 

Although the amounts 
due individual veterans will 
vary considerably, de- 
pending on the veteran’s 
age, the amount and type of 
insurance in force, and 
other factors, the amount 
to be paid in 1966 averages 
out at $47.50 for World 
War II policyholders and 
at $73.75 for World War I 
policyholders, 

Of the total dividend, 


Mr. Driver said, $209,- 
000,000 will be paid to 
4,400,000 veterans’ of 


World War II who hold Na- 
tional Service Life Insur- 
ance policies, and the re- 
maining $15,200,000 willbe 
shared by 206,000 World 
War I veterans who have- 
U.S. Government Life In- 
surance policies. 

Korean Conflict veter- 
ans hold low-cost, non- 
participating type policies 
that do not provide for pay- , 
ment of regular annual 
dividends. 

The dividends represent 
primarily a return to 
the policyholders of part 
of their premium payments 
since the death rate of in- 
sured veterans continues 
to be lower than the mor- 
tality rate upon which pre- 
mium payments are based 
by law. 

The Veterans Admini- 
stration head said the pay- 
ments would be made au- 
tomatically on monthly an- 
niversary dates, andthatno 
application is required.

More and more persons 
in this area are applying 
for social security retire- 
ment benefits as soon as 
they reach 65, even though 
they still work regularly, 
Harry N, Scott, social se- 
curity district manager in 
Dothan, reported recently. 

““We are pleased that so 
many are heeding our ad- 
vice to apply at 65. Others 
who are eligible, but have 
not applied, should take 
a close look at the experi- 
ences ofthese recent appli- 
cants,” Mr. Scott con- 
tinued. 

Some were surprised to 
find that their earnings 
permitted them to receive 
some benefits this year, 
Mr. Scott said. 

Others, as they expect- 
ed, are earning toomuchto 
receive any benefits this 
year. Even so, Mr Scott 
added, they know how much 
their payments will be when 
they do retire. Now, all 
they need to do is notify 
the social security district 
office when they stop 
working to get their bene- 
fits started. 


Several applicants 
thought they might lose 


credit for future earnings 
if they applied before they 
had quit work. They were 
assured there are no dis- 
advantages in applying at 
65. The benefit rate, es- 
tablished when the appli- 
cation is filed, will be re- 
figured automatically after 
each year in which earnings 
are reported that would 
increase it.
